Homes for ill 
to open late 


Two residential homes slated for 
the mentally ill, at 10 Lowell St. and 
131 North St., will not open as 
planned this spring. Joanne Stevens, 
an area director of residential sery- 
ices for the Department of Mental 


Health, says the state’s money prob- 


lems put the project, like many oth- 
er state plans, in jeopardy. 

The two homes probably won’t be 
opened until the late summer or ear- 
ly fall, estimates Ms. Stevens. 


She says the money planned for 
renovations is most likely secure, 
but future state cuts could mean de- 
creased ability to fund staffing for 
the homes. Final architectural plans 
are in the works for both homes. 

Almost $50,000 will be spent on the 
Lowell Street Home, where eight 
people, including staff, will be 
housed. And $100,000 is to be spent on 
the North Street home to make room 
for six mentally ill residents along 
with staff members. 


Most of the residents will be trans- 
ferred to the two homes from Danv- 
ers State Hospital, she says. People 
from Andover will have preference 
over non-residents in vying for open- 
ings at the two homes. 

Public hearings on the state’s plan 
to purchase the homes were held 
last spring. The Department of Men- 
tal Health also has homes in Salis- 
bury and Haverhill.

Monday, July 25, saw the need to 
document past precedent, but they 
split on how binding such a docu- 
ment would be. Easily challenged in 
court, a Pages manual would be a 
waste time, said Selectman 
James Barenboim.

Collins Center Wednesday, July 19, 
subcommittee members chosen to 
evaluate the center reviewed their 
plans and findings.

School Superintendent Kenneth 
Seifert looked ‘‘at four or five differ- 
ent ways to deal with (budget) 
cuts.”’ Included in his alternatives 
were layoffs and working into the 
school year as far as could be fi- 
nanced and then making changes 
when the money ran out. 

The Department of Community 
Services and its director, Joan Pear- 
son, were the main casualties of 
$450,000 in budget cutbacks an- 
nounced by Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony Aug. 15. 

Both Ms. Pearson and her depart- 
ment were eliminated from the bud- 
get as Mr. Mahony ended weeks of 
suspense in town hall by cutting 11 
jobs, six already vacant. 

Like the town, the Andover school 
department had to hand out pink 
slips and trim salary and expense 
figures to balance its budget. The 
School Committee rolled up its 
sleeves Aug. 22 and wrestled with 
the impact of the $500,000-plus cuts 
in local aid from the state. 

The layoffs included one Doherty 
Middle School headmaster, a half- 
time English as a second language 
teacher, one full- and one half-time 
regular classroom teacher, a half- 
time foreign language teacher and 
five aides. 

The Andover Endowment for the 
Arts is a private organization and 
should stay that way, according to 
the preliminary recommendations 
of the Collins Center subcommittee. 
The nature of the endowment, which 
manages the J. Everett Collins Cen- 
ter for the Performing Arts, has 
been questioned by both the commu- 
nity and the subcommittee. The sub- 
committee was charged with finding 
out if it is a public governing body, 
subject to open meeting laws and 
other public requirements, or a pri- 
vate, non-profit corporation.

Jerome Russem, son of Benjamin Rus- 
sem, the founder of Russem’s women’s 
clothing more than 75 years ago, plans to 
retire in March. 

He will turn the operation of the store 
on 89 Main St. over to a new generation of 
Russems. His nephew, Lee Russem, the 
owner of Samantha’s, an up-scale wom- 
en’s clothing store, also on Main Street, 
will take over Russem’s. Samantha’s will 
move into a space at Russem’s, but the 
two will remain separate, according to 
Lee Russem. 

Although he’s 70 years old, Jerry Rus- 
sem, as his friends call him, looks as if he 
is ready to start a new career, not retire. 
He says he’s thought about retirement for 
a few years, but this seemed to be the 
right time. He plans to keep busy and pos- 
sibly do some traveling in the near future. 

“I’m looking foward to my retire- 
ment,’’ says Mr. Russem. ‘‘I’m not going 
to just sit around. My make-up just 
wouldn’t suit that.’’ 

Lee Russem agrees that retirement 
won’t find his uncle sedentary. He says 
his uncle will be as active, if not more, 
than he’s been all his life. 

“He is a very active person. You’d 
hardly ever find him in the back office. 
He was always on the floor doing dis- 
plays, windows and re-arranging mer- 
chandise in the stores,’’ says his nephew. 

Mr. Russem and his older brother, The- 
odore, Lee Russem’s father, grew up in 
the family business. Their father immi- 
grated to the area from Russia as a teen- 
ager and quickly began a clothing busi- 
ness with the aid of a horse-drawn wagon. 
The two boys were raised in Lawrence 
and worked in their family’s first store on 
Essex Street. The business grew to in- 
clude three stores at one time, which in- 
cluded one that was in the Methuen Mall. 

Jerry Russem has many warm mem- 
ories of growing up with the family busi- 
ness. Both his mother and father worked 
side by side as he, his wife, Marge, and 
daughter, Jackie, do today.

Doctor’s work 
is newsworthy 
Local grad’s in research

Genevieve Murray, Pun- 
chard High School class of 
1947, has come a long way 
since she presented her grad- 
uation address as class vale- 
dictorian. Now as Dr. 
Matanowski with two medical 
degrees to her credit — in pe- 
diatric medicine from Johns 
Hopkins Medical School, Balti- 
more, in 1955, and in public 
health from Johns Hopkins in 
1962 — she is presenting pre- 

findings of her can- 
cer research to medical 
professionals all over the coun- 


She has always been busy 
with her careers. She’s the 
mother of five children in Reis- 
terstown, Md., as well as a 
doctor of pediatrics and of pub- 
lic health. Now she is an epide- 
miology professor at Johns 
Hopkins University’s School of 
Public Health, where she’s 
working on cancer research. 


Her area of interest is statis- 
tical evidence of possible links 
between certain types of can- 
cer and exposure to electro- 
magnetic fields that radiate 
from the cables and wires that 
electrify the nation. She’s 
working with cables and wires 
such as those in power and 
telephone lines and electric 
blankets and water bed heat- 
ers. 


Associated Press coverage 
of her presentation of prelimi- 
nary findings to a group of re- 
searchers in the Midwest in 
November has led to many 
phone calls at her office in 
Maryland. 


At least once a year, re- 
searchers in her field meet to 
discuss their work. She said 
the meetings help the re- 
searchers keep in touch with 
the volumes of work being 
done all over the country, as 
well as the world. 

“Tt can take years to get 
findings published. These

meetings and transfers of in- 


formation are faster than wait- 
ing to get published,” Dr. 
Matanowski said. 


Her research focuses on tra- 
cking the medical history of 
nuclear submarine workers in 
shipyards, telephone workers, 
both those who climbed poles 
and worked underground lay- 
ing lines, and their incidence 
of leukemia and other types of 
cancer. 


The research is only four 
years young, said Dr. Mat- 
anowski. To get an accurate 
picture of what is really hap- 
pening and to follow health 
trends a large population has 
> be studied for a period of 

e. 


“It’s hard to get a perfect 
study. You have to follow re- 
cords (medical and death re- 
ports) all across the country in 
some cases,” she said. 


What the research is begin- 
ning to uncover, she said, are 
patterns in environmental and 
occupational exposure to im- 
properly grounded electric 
currents that create electro- 
magnetic fields and occurence 
of cancer later in a person’s 
life. Technology in grounding 
wires has reduced risks, but 
the evidence of risk due to 
long-term exposure is notewor- 
thy, she said.

It takes some 
patience 


If you’ve run out of money and your 
fuel budget for the winter is all used up, 
thanks to the record-low December tem- 
peratures, you have to be either mighty 
smart, or plenty patient to get help. 

Last Friday I phoned a few companies 
that supply fuel oil to resi- ~ 
dents of Andover. One , 
said he was too busy to @ 
talk, probably afraid I gates 
would ask if the cost of 
fuel oil is artificially high. 

But Peggy Willett, of- 

fice manager of Haffners 
Service Stations in Law- 
rence, which delivers 
home fuel oil to many 
Andover households, Perry Catlin 
spoke with me. And the picture she paint- 
ed is grim. 
“It’s been a disaster,” she said. ‘“‘We 
haven’t had a break. We’ve been busy 
day and night, mostly with people run- 
ning out of oil.” 

Because it has been so cold, the coldest 
December in the 100 years records have 
been kept according to Ms. Willett, it 
takes more juice for furnaces to hold the 
rg at which you’re setting the thermos- 

And Ms. Willett admitted it: The price 
of fuel is rising, rising, rising. When De- 
cember began, she said, fuel cost almost 

80 cents a gallon, 79.9 cents to be exact. 
The day I spoke with her, Friday, it cost 
$1.299. 

And get this. Ms. Willett felt pleased 
that day because it was the first in seve- 
ral that she didn’t have to raise the price 
over the previous day’s price. 

“Sometimes it’s twice a day we get an 
increase,” she said. ‘It hasn’t been fun. 
We get it on both ends. We hear from the 
people and there’s nothing we can do 
about it.” 


Ms. Willett explained that her firm’s 
cost per gallon is determined by its sup- 
plier in Boston. ‘They haven’t had any 
product in Boston,” she said. 

She also admitted that the suppliers 
didn’t allot enough fuel for the season, 
even if it had been a mild winter such as 
Pad know the rest. Supply and de- 
mand. 


‘The product isn’t out there,” said Ms. 
Willett. ‘‘Things are freezing up. There’s 
been a lot of problems with tankers com- 
ing in off the wind on the ocean.” To say 
nothing of the Exxon spill in Alaska. 

So I asked Ms. Willett what a person 
does when he or she is freezing, fuel for 
the furnace is low and there’s no money 
in the wallet. She said to call Action in 
Lawrence. 


That’s where the brains and patience 
come into play.

Pay the teachers what they’re worth 


Editor, Townsman: 
Having been a teacher for 22 


years at North Reading High 
School and a resident of Andover 


since 1976, I believe I am able to 


speak to the issue of quality edu- 
cation in our public schools. 


There are two givens in the pre- 
sent situation in Andover and else- 
where. First, it is every school 
committee’s mandate to get the 
best education for their constitu- 
ents at the most affordable price. 

Secondly, a qualified profession- 
al should be paid a salary com- 
mensurate with his/her ability to 
produce on the job. 

There are also several questions 
that have to be answered. First, is 
it possible for a public school sys- 
tem to offer the wide range of 
courses necessary to meet the 
needs of all students in the town, 
funded on the basis of property 
taxes limited by Proposition 242? 

Secondly, should full public edu- 
cation (K-12) for all students be 
funded by the taxpayers (as it is 


now) or should this education be 
limited to only those few with a 
level of ability worth teaching (the 
elite)? This level to be decided by 
the amount of tax dollars avail- 
able. 

There are many possible an- 
swers to the educational problems 
that face the Andover community. 
Some of them appear easy, some 
offer a simple way out, all of them 
emotional, but none of them have 
solved the dilemma. 

The School Committee cannot 
properly fund programs, salaries 
(teachers, aides, custodians, sec- 
retaries) maintenance, supplies, 
food service, etc., when their 
hands are tied by the community. 

However, it is difficult to expect 
teachers to receive less than a 
cost of living raise during ‘‘lean’”’ 
times, especially when few if any 
school committees offer larger in- 
creases to make up for these 
losses during the ‘‘fat’’ tires. 

Teachers cannot do their job 
properly without sufficient funds 


to take care of their home, wife 
and children. 

It is time for all taxpayers, with 
or without children, to recognize 
that the school children of this 
country are our future. The best 
way to ensure that these children 
have a chance to live up to their 
full potential is for the taxpayer to 
treat the teachers with the respect 
that is given to them in other coun- 
tries and pay them accordingly. 

As a professional: Please, let us 
have the time to do our job with 
your children (we spend more, far 
more, time with them than you). 
We would rather not work two and 
sometimes three part-time jobs 
simply to make ends meet. Pay 
the teacher as a professional, not 
as a glorified baby sitter. 

I, as a taxpayer, am willing to 
pay higher taxes in Andover in or- 
der to ensure quality education for 
the children of this town, although 
I do not have any children myself. 

Are you willing to do the same?

ly became a driver for the children. 

She enjoyed the classroom experi- 
ence and driving the children, but 
she eventually decided she’d like to 
work closer to home, she said. To do 
that she went to bus driving school to 
get her class two license. The under-

“When you first sit in it (the bus 
driver’s.seat) and you look in the 
rear-view mirror at the long aisle of 
seats, you think to yourself, ‘Oh my 
gosh, I could never do this.’ But af- 
ter you get used to it it’s like driving 
a car,” Mrs. Ross said. 

About a year and a half ago she 
received her instructor’s license, 
and she is now teaching others to 
drive a bus. 

Mrs. Ross has nothing but good 
things to say about her fellow bus 
drivers in Andover. She praises their 
commitment to high standards. 

“In Andover we are fortunate in 
many ways. We have excellent driv- 
ers who care about the children and

the job they do,”’ she said. 

The relationship between the pub- 
lic and the bus drivers is so good 
that some people even call the com- 
pany asking for certain drivers. 

Since Mrs. Ross began her job as 
coordinator, she does less daily driv- 
ing than she used to and more orga- 
nizing of routes and scheduling of 
drivers and events. But that doesn’t 
mean her own schedule is any less 
hectic. 


Each morning she’s still up and 
ready to go at 5:30. If any of the 
drivers are unable to do his or her 
route she either finds other drivers 
or she drives the route herself. 

“T really miss my driving and the 
contact with the kids,’ Mrs. Ross 
said. 

One assignment she hasn’t dele- 
gated to another driver is seein 
that the Andover High Schoo 
Marching Band gets to athletic 
events and competitions around the 
state. For the past three years, Mrs. 
Ross has been the band’s bus driver. 


“T truly enjoy the whole thing. 
Those kids are just great,” she said. 

Driving a bus load of schoolchil- 
dren has its ups and downs, but Mrs. 
Ross is hard put to recall too many 
of the downs. She says the morning 
route is the easiest because most of 
the children are very quiet, but af- 
ternoons: ‘‘Wow.” 

When she was driving, she’d tell 
the children at the beginning of the 
school year what her rules for bus 
behavior were and what was ex- 
pected of them, and that usually did 
the trick, she said. Most of the re- 

uirements, such as no eating, 
drinkin ing or moving around, are all 
state laws, she said. 

“‘Sometimes the kids think you’re 
being a crabby old bus driver, but 
really you’re looking out for their 
safety. A lot of people don’t realize 
all that’s involved.” 

Mrs. Ross said she has to be strict 
about students’ behavior. Otherwise, 
“you couldn’t concentrate and do 
your job.” 

Driving a bus has its perks. For

Mrs. Ross, it was a great part-time 
job while her children were growing 
up. 
“Your hours are the same that 
your children are in school, and your 
ee times are the same,’’ she 
said.
